L. Brent Bozell, senior editor of 
the National Review, cautioned URI 
students that we must guard the 
West because we are ‘ander mortal 
attack’’ and that the West must 
remove the threat to its develop- 
ment. 


He made the statement at a lec- 
ture Jast Thursday on the subject 
“To Magnify the West—America’s 
True Mission in the War Against 
Communism”, the first in a series 
sponsored by Young American for 
Freedom, Inc., a recently-establish- 
ed conservative organization on 
campus. 

Mr. Bozell maintained that there 
can be no continuous balance be- 
tween the United States and the 
USSR, stating that either the East 
or West will win. 

“We must assume an offensive 
strategy against the Soviet Union,” 
he said. He added that the believes 
that coexistence with Communism 
is not possible. 

The UN doesn’t want to interfer 
with the Cuban situation, he claim- 
ed, because the U.S. doesn't hold 
the power that it should. He sub- 
stantiated his point by referring to 
the present UN policy of giving 
aid to Cuba.

lcrew race on the Seekonk River 
| last year, 

On the current dispute over clos- 

ed meetings of The Board of Trus- 
tees of State Colleges, Dr. Horn 
\felt that the “press was musrepre- 
| senting tne whole issue” and that it 
was “sheer nonsense” that the pub- 
lic was being denied the right to 
know. He said that the minutes 
were open to everyone after the 
meetings and that the Universily 
makes a careful report annually of 
\the business transacted. He declar- 
led that a few “crackpots”” in open

Touching on the URI athletic 
iprogram, Dr. Hern said that the 
expenses for the program will not 
eo up with a proportional rise in 
students, “We can't run an ade- 
quate two-year program for men in 
physical education because of the 
lack of facilities," he further re- 
marked, 








Dr. Horn expressed hope that 
URI would get a swimming pool 


and a hockey rink in the future, 
and he also stated the belief that a 
physical education program should 
ibe primarily for stadent exercise 
land not necessarily a prescribed 
: 

sport for those students who are 
physically fit. 

Dr. Horn expressed full approval 
of the role of the fraternity on the 
URI campus but cautioned that al- 
though they were trying to elimi- 
nate the drinking problem, the best 
possible jab was not being done. He 
said that this rule must be enforc- 
ed. 


When asked whether URI’s large 
lecture classes was justified, Dr. 
Horn said that with @ good teacher 
it is better to throw as many stu- 
dents as possible at bim but that 
some professors—although brilliant 
—are “duds as lecturers.” 

On other random points covered 
in the conference. Dr. Horn felt: 
the honors prograrn, If reinstated, 
would raise the educational but not 
the cultural level of the University; 
said the Hianloland Game Form in 
West Greenwich would be put to 
the best possible educational vse; 
some stimulating teachers on came
